Mistrial Declared 
For Huev Newton 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - 


Black Panther cofounder Huey 
P. Newton, whose' retrial on 
charges stemming 
from the 


killing of an Oakland policeman 
has ended with an 11-1 hung 
jury, goes before a new judge 
Tuesday to learn if he must 
stand trial a third time. 


After six days of deliberation, 


a jury of 10 women and two 
men told Superior Court Judge 
Harold Hove Sunday that it was 
deadlocked. 


First jurors had sent out a' 


note asking they be taken for 
dinner, but another note follow- 
ed saying: "One of the jurors 
no longer wishes to deliberate." 


Some were near tears as the 


judge dismissed them and di- 
rected Newton to appear before 
the criminal calendar court for 
setting of a new trial date. He 
remains free on §50,000 bail. 
There was no immediate in- 
dication from prosecutor Don- 
ald Whyte whether the state 
will again seek to try the 29- 
year-old Newton on a charge of 
voluntary manslaughter in the 
shooting of officer John Frey 
on Oct. 28, 1967. 


Verdict Overturned 


Newton was charged 
with 


first-degree murder in his first 
trial and was found guilty of 
the lesser charge of voluntary 
manslaughter. The jury's ver- 
dict in that trial later was over- 
turned, however.

15-year manslaughter sentence 
and stayed there 22 months un- 
til the state Court of Appeal re- 
versed his conviction in May 
1970. 


That court ruled that the first 


jury had been improperly in- 
structed—had not been told that 
unconsciousness was a defense 
for homicide and manslaughter. 


In both trials Newton denied 


shooting Frey. He claimed he 
was unarmed when the officer 
stopped him to check out his 
car, that he became uncon- 
scious when wounded in the ab- 
domen and could remember 
nothing until taken to a hospi- 
tal.

R«gnlartory Arms 


Through 
its various 
regu- 


latory arms, the federal gov- 
ernment has a link to the pollu- 
tion problems of any power 
generating enterprise. But in 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
and a projected complex of six 
power plants in the Southwest, 
the government is far more in- 
timately involved in various 


roles as owner, operator, agent 
and trustee. 


TVA illustrates the problems 


and progress in trying to clean

The Southwest case, with 


only the first two of the six 
plants in operation, raises ques- 
tion about the dangers of power

Founder Charles Kolb 
Remembers Attic When 
It Was Acting Class 


Appleton Man Works Onstage, Offstage, 


Behind Scenes So Long as It's Theater

"There are no small parts; 


there are only small actors." 


The statement may sound 


like a cliche, and perhaps it 
is. But it makes sense to 
Charles K o l b , a founding 
member of Attic Theatre who 
has appeared in between 45 
and 50 of the group's shows.

He currently is capping his 
acting career with the role of 
Pop in Oliver Hailey's comedy- 
drama, "Who's Happy Now?" 


Born in Appleton 43 years 


ago, Kolb is proud of the fact 
that he has lived in his 
present home at 502 E. Pacif- 
ic St. for 37 of those years. 


He also is p r o u d to 


acknowledge that he is the 
only remaining local represen- 
tative of the 22 young persons 
who banded together in 1949, 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Zoe Cloak, to form an acting 
class that served as the 
nucleus of the present com- 
munity theater group. 


Started as a Class 


"We started the first year 


as a class, with the idea of 
presenting three major pro- 
ductions," Kolb recalls. "Each 
of us paid $40 for the first 
summer. 
This was to be 


repaid when the theater be- 
came solvent. We never got it 
back — nor would we accept 
it now." 


Kolb played the role of 


Uncle Dewey in Attic's very 
first show, "The Great Big 
Doorstep," when it was pre- 
sented at Knights of Pythias 
Hall on E. Lawrence Street in 
1950. The opening was not. he 
remembers, particularly well 
attended. 


"That first night we had 


seven people." 


Subsequently, Kolb was as- 


signed to dozens of character 
roles — among them, the 
Boar in Obey's "Noah;" the 
Wrestler in "As You Like It": 
the B 1 a c k s m 11 h in "Peer 
Gynt"; Leroy in "Bad Seed"; 
Nick in "The Time of Your 
Life," and Butch in this 
season'? opener. "Watch the 
Birdie." 


Play's the Thing 


But the size of the role has 


never been a major factor in 
Kolb's acting hobby. 


"People who are interested 


in theater will take a lead one 
year, a walk-on the next," he 
says. "This has been the 
dominant philosophy in the 
group ... We come and go, 
but 
t h e theater 
remains 


here." 


Kolb traces his interest in 


theater back to the days when 
his father was stage manager 
and general electrician at the 
old Rio Theater, which stood 
on the site of the resent H.C. 
Prange Co. parking ramp. 


"I used to help him do 


things around the stage. Most 
of the time I'd just pull the 
curtain and occasionally work 
on the spots." 


Remembers Big Times 


Among the "in-person" per- 


formers Kolb remembers see- 
ing on the stage of the now- 
demolished movie house are 
Woody Herman, Jack Tea- 
garden, T i n y Hill, Chico 
Marx, Eddy Howard. Law- 
rence Welk, Lulu Belle and 
Scotty. Patsy Montana and 
Gene Autry. 


After cutting his teeth as a 


technician at the Rio, Kolb did 
"some work" at Appleton high 
school, then helped out back- 
stage on his first big show — 
"Dancing Shoes," put on in 
1949 by the American Legion. 


Following his 
graduation 


from high school, he entered 
Sioux Falls College, where he 
worked in the department of 
drama a n d was awarded 
membership 
in Delta 
Psi 


Omega and Phi Kappa Delta 
honorary speech and drama 
fraternities. 


During his U.S. Army serv- 


ice, he was "lucky enough" to 
have a permanent assignment 
at Fort Leonard Wood, where 
he joined the Fort Leonard 
Wood players. 


In Mauy Jobs 


Since the formation of Attic 


in 1949, Kolb has been associ- 
ated with the group in many 


capacities — as a member of 
the Public Relations Council, 
predecessor to the present 
Board of Governors; as busi- 
ness manager for two years, 
and in virtually all aspects of 
production — p r o p s , cos- 
tumes, lights, sound, makeup, 
publicity and exhibits. 


"I think if you're going to 


be an actor," he observes, 
"you have to have the back- 
ground in all phases- of the- 
ater " 


Show business is not, how- 


ever, Kolb's 
only 
interest 


apart from his responsibilities 
as assistant manager for sales 
of Holton and Hunkel, Inc., 
wholesale florists. 


For more than four years 


he had his own art gallery, 
and he collects 
"numerous 


and sundry things" — medals, 
art, oriental soapstone, jewel- 
ry, books and records, paint- 
ings and sculpture. 


In recent years, acting has 


occupied most of his free 
hours during the summer 
months. Last season, he had 
roles in all four shows — an 
unchallenged record — and 
this year he appeared in the 
first and third productions. 


Dream for Attic 


As for the future, Kolb 


would like some day to see 
Attic have its own building, in 
which actors and technical 
personnel could be trained on 
a year-round basis. In the 
meantime, he acknowledges 
the debt the theater owes 
Lawrence University for per- 
mitting use of the Music- 
Drama Center.

Playing many smaller roles

Candlelighters Lobby for 
Cancer Research Funds 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — "I 


would like to think that my 
own daughter Kathleen, who 
died of leukemia last summer 
shortly b e f o r e her fourth 
birthday, has made a signif- 
icant contribution to the can- 
cer effort," Mrs. Lawrence 
Monaco told the House appro- 
priations committee. 


Mrs. Monaco was speaking 


as president of The Candle- 
lighters, a Washington-area 
group of parents of children 
under treatment for cancer or 
who have died of that disease, 
one of many such groups 
coming into being around the 
country. The Candlelighters, 
formed in March of last year, 
has been lobbying with Con- 
gress and the Administration 
to encourage increased fund- 
ing for cancer research. Their 
long-range goal for research 
is the development of cancer 
cures and prevention methods, 
and their short-range aim is 
finding ways to extend cancer 
patients' lives. 


As Mrs. Monaco suggested, 


c h i 1 d r e n of Candlelighters 
members play an important 
role in the cancer research 
effort. As scientists come up 
with new drugs and new 
methods of treatment for leu- 
kemia and other forms of 
cancer that particularly affect 
children, they are tried out on 
the young patients in clinics. 
The results point the way to 
adopting general 
treatment 


approaches f o r future pa- 
tients. 


This c l i n i c a l aspect of 


research already has extended 
lives. Now. for instance, leu- 
kemia victims typically live 
two years or more, sometimes 
much more, from the time the 
disease is diagnosed. A de- 
cade ago, they died in three 
months. The Candlelighters 
want to capitalize on such 
progress by promoting more 
of it. They contend research 
funding has been too low for 
years and that past cutbacks 
have severely 
crippled re- 


search programs. 
With im- 


pressive advances being made 
now by researchers in ways to 
treat some forms of cancer, 
in trying to use a patient's 
own processes for fighting off 
diseases and in the field of 
viruses as a probable cause of 
cancer, the parents feel good 
use would be made of consid- 
erably more money for re- 
search. 


Additional Money Needed 
In their testimony in Con- 


gress and in talks with con- 
gressmen and senators, and 
yith Administration officials 
Candlelighters members are 
asking that an additional $50 
million be allocated in the 
'iscal year ending June 30, 
1972, for cancer research. 
They say this figure would 
generally cover worthwhile 
•esearch projects approved 
jv the government but un- 
unrjed _ even by the $100 
•pillion special amount which 
3"ppident Nixon asked Con- 
"•ess for, and got. or by the 
>0°3 million regular budget 
;<nire he has requested for 
i-"al 1972. 
The Candlelighters has also 


ixoressed concern that cancer 
•esearch would be hampered 
>y a continuation of an Ad- 
ninistration freeze on training 
nore m e d i c a l scientists. 
Vithout training more re- 
iearchers, they say, a more 
rigorous war on cancer can- 
lot be waged. 
"We urge Individuals to 


write their congressman, sen- 
ators and President Nixon, 
asking them to support cancer 
research spending of at least 
S50 million above the proposed 
$332 million for fiscal 1972. 
and to back training of sub- 
stantially more cancer re- 
searchers." a spokesman for 
The Candlelighters said. 


The problem is big. Cancer 


is the nation's second leading 
killer, behind heart disease, 
and the leading cause of death 
of children under 15. This 
year, it's estimated that 335.- 
000 Americans will die of 
cancer: one-fourth of those 
a^ive today will get cancer, 
and a sixth will succumb to it. 


National Health Problem 
Because cancer is a major 


national health problem and 
because those affected are 
becoming increasingly aware 
of 
the need to devote a 


national drive to conquering 
cancer, citizen efforts 
are 


developing across the nation. 
Already, 16 parents' groups 
like The Candlelighters have 
been set up in California, 
Delaware, Florida. Indiana, 
Minnesota, New York. Ohio. 
Pennsvlvania. Tennessee and 
the state of Washington, and 
over 30 more are 
in the 


formative stage. Persons in- 
terested in s t a r t i n g new 
groups can get pointers by 
writing Mrs. Lawrence Mona- 
co at 1006 D St..

Rep Robert H. Michel. Re- 


publican congressman from 
Illinois and a member of the 
House appropriations commit- 
tee, has commented, ''I sus- 
pect that what is in the 
making is a nationwide organ- 
ization of these parents and 
all of them, of course, will . . . 
begin to build pressure." 


Dedication of the parents 


comes from their personal 
involvement in the 
cancer 


problem and their realization 
of the national need to do 
more to solve it. Mrs. Thomas 
F. Williams of Oxon Hill. Md., 
whose son Danny died of 
leukemia in 1969. recalls that 
Danny was able to live a full 
life in the year and a half 
between diagnosis and his 
death, because of the high- 
quality treatment he received. 


But. Mrs. Williams adds, "a 


cure, not a temporary remis- 
sion, should be our goal. 
Through accelerated research, 
cancer can be cured. You 
know, this country has a 
tremendous wealth of knowl- 
edge and ability. If we want it 
badly enough, we can get this 
cure." 


Research Strides 


One aim of the parents' 


groups is to counter what they 
feel is a widespread notion 
that much more research 
money won't really help solve 
the cancer problem. They cite 
a comment by Dr. Robert C. 
Gallo. a cancer researcher at 
t h e government's National 
Cancer Institute in Bethesda, 
Md.. referring to the pros- 
pects for finding cures and 
making other major research 
strides: 


"No money, never. More 


money, sooner. Less money, 
later." 


Cancer research particular- 


ly r e q u i r e s substantially 
larger sums, the parents ar- 
gue, 
because holddowns in 


government spending severely 
affected research programs. 
In recent years, outlays level- 
led off at around $180 million 
while costs climbed, so the 


amount of research which 
could be conducted fell by 
more than a third. Though 
funding has turned up in the 
last few months, and Presi- 
dent Nixon plans to raise 
spending some more, there's 
a lot of catching up to do, the 
parents warn.

Ruin Antique Furniture 


If you've recently joined the 


legions of antique buffs in this 
country, you may not be 
aware of the detrimental ef- 
fects of improper temperature 
and humidity on a cherished 
piece of antique furniture. Of 
the two, a lack of humidity 
will do the most damage. 


It's a fact that no matter 


how you heat your home, it's 
probably much too dry all 
during the heating season. 
Most heated American homes 
average 13 per cent indoor 
relative humidity all during 
the whiter heating months and 
that's drier than the Sahara 
Desert! 


Because this dry. warm air 


has a large capacity to hold 
moisture it "steals" moisture 
from plaster, wood, glue and 
fabrics in your home, espe- 
cially from your antique fur- 
niture. This particularly ap- 
plies to furniture made before 
the end of the 19th Century 
because wood used in these 
pieces was generally weather- 
seasoned 
which left 
more 


moisture in the wood.

Metric System Changeover Coming Gradually in Britain

Veterans home from 
Vietnam know what a kilome- 
ter is—about two-thirds of a 
mile. 


Liquid Measure 


The imperial 
measurements 


being abandoned by Britain are 
in some cases the same as U.S. 
measures, in other cases not. A 
foot is 12 inches, in both coun- 
tries, but the imperial gallon 
used in Britain and Canada is 
about a fifth larger than the 
U.S. gallon. In Britain, gasoline 
eventually will be sold in liters 
rather than gallons. This is al- 
ready the way it's done in Eu- 
rope. 


Britain is doing the shift to 


metric gradually, and there is 
no present intention to do away 
with the pint measure for beer 
and milk. 


The metric system would use 


half a liter, slightly more than 
a pint, but the common man 
isn't willing to make this swap. 
Metric enthusiasts believe the 
pint eventually will become an 
anachronism, however. 


The government's Metrica- 


tion Board is confident Britain 
will be substantially a metric 
country by 1975, or 10 years aft- 
er the nation began going met- 
ric. 


Ordinary Shoppers 


To date some segments of in- 


dustry are completely metric 
and other sections as far from 
it as ever. 


Metrication has hardly hit the 


ordinary shopper as yet. 


Many packages list weights

A major issue within the Wisconsin 


Republican party that demands review 
in the reexamination of methods, 
principles and purposes, that Chairman 
Hough of the state committee is now 
conducting in an extensive poll of local 
leaders, is the often-debated rule of the 
organization for pre-primary en- 
dorsement of candidates for state-wide 
offices in delegate conventions. 


The practice dates from 1925 and, in 


fact, derives from historical cir- 
cumstances that have no true relation to 
the conditions that prevail in Wisconsin 
elections today. The anti-LaFollette 
"regulars" wanted a vehicle to express 
then: resistance to the faction that was 
then dominant in the 
Wisconsin 


Republican party. They established 
their 
own voluntary 
campaign 


organization to fit what they saw as then- 
need. The present day Republican Party 
of Wisconsin, which is its corporate 
designation is a lineal descendant of 
what was known as the "Republican 
Voluntary Committee" in that period. 


Since the LaFollette political ap- 


paratus has long since disappeared, the 
question arises: why continue the 
convention endorsement of candidates? 
Why not encourage all aspirants for the 
governorship, as the most important 
example, to compete in the open 
primary election according to the ob- 
vious intention of the primary election 
law? 


The arguments on both sides of the 


question are familiar, but bear 
repetition. The endorsement practice,, 
some of its advocates say, has 
frequently encouraged able men to run 
in primary elections who would not have 
done so without such help. 


Some of the more realistic supporters 


of the endorsement practice candidly 
explain that without the financial and 
other assistance that endorsement 
implicitly pledges, many of the men who 
have been elected to high office in recent 
decades would not have been elected 
because they would not have been able to 
raise the steadily rising campaign fund 
budgets through their own efforts. Both 
claims have a surface plausibility. 


One response may be that aban- 


doning the endorsement rule, which runs 
contrary to the spirit of the law 


providing for popular nominations in 
both parties, would serve to equalize 
competition. Lately the party convention 
approval has been tantamount to 
nomination in the primary election. But 
it is highly probable, if not altogether 
demonstrable, that those endorsed 
candidates won by default and that 
under a truly "free primary" some of 
the nominations would have been 
decided differently. 


Last year provided an illustration. 


John Erickson was an attractive man. 
But he had had utterly no experience in 
' political Me and no previous exposure to 
the electorate. Several other candidates 
for the convention endorsement would 
have been more effective candidates. 
But Mr. Erickson was handed the 
nomination on a figurative platter, and 
he was trounced in the election by a 
margin that probably will never be 
surpassed in Wisconsin and is a measure 
of the recovery problems of the GOP 
here today. 


Money is important in modern day 


politics. The Republican organization 
can provide more money than is likely to" 
be within the reach of any man who does 
not have its backing. But the price of the 
endorsement practice may be high, "in 
the persistent conviction of many that it 
smacks of "bossism" (as even some 
faithful Republicans acknowledge) and 
in the irresistible opportunities it-gives 
Democrats to exploit their own 
adherence to the letter of the open 
nomination law. 


The problem of money in politics has 


reached scandalous dimensions. In spite- 
of the unhappily high campaign deficits 
of last fall, the Republican state 
organization was outspent in several 
critically important campaigns by the 
Democrats. That heavy debt will cripple 
the campaign efforts of the Republicans 
in the future. A reflective and prudent 
adherent of the Republican cause can 
sensibly conclude that it is tune to drop 
the pre-primary endorsement rule, and 
take the offensive on the nagging threat 
of excessive use of money to influence 
'votes by challenging the Democrats to 
join in the legislature in a bi-partisan 
drive for the the reform of the useless 
and cynically ineffectual campaign 
spending limitations. 


The Treaty on Biological Warfare 


One of the projects currently being 


worked upon at Geneva, particularly 
between the United States and the Soviet 
Union, is how to agree on a ban or at 
least a limitation on the development of 
biological and perhaps chemical 
weapons. 


A couple of years ago President 


Nixon announced that the United States 
was unilaterally disavowing any use 
whatsoever of biological weapons and 
that it would never use chemical 
weapons in a first strike. However, in the 
ensuing months this seemingly absolute 
statement has tended to become watered 
down. The extensive use of defoliants in 
Vietnam by the United States militarily 
somehow was exempt 
from 
the 


President's order although there since 
has been concern that unborn children 
as well as' rice crops may have been 
damaged. There also has been some 
difficulty 
differentiating 
between 


biological and chemical substances 
when the latter encourage the spread of 
disease. And in the meantime there has 
not been a complete halt to the American 
military development of biologically 
deadly substances. The reason given is 
that they serve to help the nation work 
out antidotes to them or means of ren- 
dering them otherwise ineffectual. 


Obviously the fear in this country of 


such deadly substances, as shown by the 
deaths of sheep near an arsenal in the 
west, the injury to employees on 
Okinawa due to a chemical leak, and 
worries about the transportation and 
attempts to destroy canisters of out- 
moded chemicals and bacteria may 
have prompted President Nixon's 
disengagement. The immense doubts 
about the ethical and practical use of 
such substances also must have been 
instrumental in Nixon's decision and in 
the talks now going on in Geneva. Winds 
can blow chemicals and viruses around 


and winds can change directions. As the 
defoliant dispute has revealed, the long 
range effects upon people are not really 
known, defense against such substances 
is now difficult if not impossible. Control 
under battle circumstances would be 
minimal. 


Until recently there had been a gap 


between American and Russian ideas 
about a treaty in this field. The Soviets 
and several other nations wanted an 
agreement to include both biological and 
chemical weapons. The United States 
and most of Western Europe argued that 
it would be easier to get the biological 
ban first since chemical weapons 
already were part of the military ar- 
senals of many countries and banning 
something in advance is easier than once 
it has been adopted for use. The 
Russians now have agreed to try for the 
biological agreement first but it is ob- 
vious from the controversy only within 
the United States — and the immense 
dangers that accompany the transfer of 
any such substances — that eventually 
there should be more required restraints 
upon all such deadly elements. 


It really makes no sense to have 


chemical and biological weapons in 
reserve when we all can be easily 
destroyed by the nuclear devices in the 
hands of both American and Soviet 
authorities. Leaks and train derailments 
have been indications that the threats of 
fatal accidents even upon a massive 
scale may be more likely from our own 
weapons than even that accidentally 
pushed button that would unloose a 
nuclear World War III. 


If the United States and the Soviet 


Union can reach agreement, a draft 
treaty will be presented to the 25-nation 
Disarmament Committee at Geneva. It 
is unlikely that many of them will offer 
any serious objections.
